President Coolidge yielded to the 
appeal of Senator William M. Butler 
of Massachusetts, his pret-convention 
and campaign manager last year. 


Mr. Coolidge had about made up his 


mind to let the vice-chairman of the 
commission. Alfred Dennis, a Demo- 
crat, and his personal friend, become 
chairman. The move was favored as 
a means of appeasing the sentiment 
in congress which is threatening a re- 
opening of th& whole tariff question. 
Mr. Coolidgo also wanted 
people to 


know b\ the change that he was a. 
Democrat and not a high protection- 
ist. 
Mr. Marvin is an avowed ultra- 


protectionist. He is said to have nev- 
er voted to reduce the tariff on any- 
thing.

LEAD IS NOT HAZARD 


Washington. D. C.— (XP)—Commer- 


cial 
gasoline 
containing tetraethyl 


lead is not a hazard to the public 
health and there is no reason why its 
sale should be prohibited under prop- 
er regulation. Surgeon General Cum- 
mings, of the public health 
service, 


was informed Tuesdav by a commit- 
tee appointed to study the subject. 


The investigation was ordered by 


the surgeon general last May as a re- 
sult of tbe death of five workers at 
thp Bayway. N. J., plant 
of the 


Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey. 


The report of the committee was 


baaed upon a study of 252 individuals 
exposed In various degrees to the ex- 
haust fumes of the gas and who had 
handled and 
distributed 
Tetraethyl 


lead gasoline. No cases were discover- 
ed of lead poisoning or other disease 
In the use of ethyl gasoline, the re- 
port said.

PAYING TAXES 


UNDER PROTEST 


Claim to Refund Is Reserved 


.Pending Outcome of Hart- 
ford Case 


Practically all of the banks in Ap- 


pletoii \vill pay their 1926 taxes under 
protest as has been done Tor the last 
two or three years, in order to protect 
themselves in case the law fixing cap- 
ital stock as an assessing basis is de- 
clared unconstitutional. The First Na- 
tional banks have announced their in- 
tention to pay in this way, and it is 
probable Outagamic County bank will 
do likewise. Appleton State bank is 
undecided as to its policy. 


This probably will be the last year

The famous 
Hartford bank case now in the hands 
of the United States supreme court is 
clue for a decision in about two months 
and the matter then will be cleared up 
for all time.

The case brought against the city 


of Hartford by ihe banks there is de- 
signed to test validity of the bank tax 
law which has been declared

in Virginia. It was tried in the lower 
courts and then carried to the state 
supreme court. An appeal then was 
taken to the United States supreme 
court. 


K the court decides against the city 


and in favor of the banks. Appleton 
will be obliged to refund about $100.-

UNJUST RAILROAD BILL 


Hearings arc heing held this week by 


tlie Interstate Commerce committee of the 
senate on the Gooding bill, which pro- 
vides that the through railway haul to 


• t h e coast shall cost more than the short 


haul to territory inside the coast. 
It is 


designed particularly for the benefit of 
the inter-mountain territory of the west. 
Mr. Gooding is from Idaho. 
He wants 


to take away from the Interstate com- 
merce commission the discretionary power 
to permit the railroads to charge less for 
a longer than for shorter distance over 
the same line or route, when it is con- 
clusively shown to lie in the puhli.- in- 
terest 1o permit the carriers to depart from 
ihe so-called long and short haul rule of 
ihe Interstate Commerce act. * 


Senator Gooding's purpose is to bene- 


fit the particular region he represents. ~\Ve 
do not know whether the results he antici- 
pates will folloAv or not. but it i- ceriain 
that they would be harmful to the inter- 
est of the central portion of the United 
States, with its more than 50.nOO.000 
people and tremendous commercial and in- 
dustrial interests. 


The industry and commerce of this en- 


tire territory, in fact of the whole United 
Slates, has been built up under a theory 
of rate making which permits the Inter- 
state Commerce commission upon a prop- 
er showing to allow the more circuitous 
rail lines to meet the competition of the 
direct lines between competitive points 
by maintaining a lovrer level of rates at 
these points than obtains at intermediate 
points: also, permitting these carriers to 
depress rates at competitive points below 
the level of the rates to intermediate 
points when actual and compelling water 
competition obtains. 


Senator Gooding in order to serve what 


he believes to be the selfish interests of his 
constituents proposes to disrupt the whole 
adjustment of freight rates and basis of 
rate making under which the business of 
the country has been built up. by substi- 
tuting for the present system a mathe- 
matical or legislative theory of rate mak- 
ing. 
This is not only fallacious in prin- 


ciple, but 
is one of the most serious 


threats against the stability of American 
business that has ever been made. 


The rates established from the Atlantic 


to the Pacific coast by rail are theoretical- 
ly low enough to permit competition by 
the railroads with the Panama canal. The 
rates are not actually lower than the canal 
rates, but they are supposed to be com- 
petitive. 
Coast to coast traffic is carried 


by Ihe railroads as Avell as by the canal, 
but the canal has made serious inroads 
on the business of the railroads. Similar- 
ly, rates from interior points to the Pa- 


cific coast have been depressed to meet 
canal competition, and yet a large volume 
of interior traffic destined for the Pacific 
coast is shipped via 
Atlantic seaboard 


ports through the Panama canal. 


Notwithstanding 
these rail carriers 


have been permitted some Ic6\vay in an ef- 
fort 1o meet Panama canal competition 
and retain some of the transcontinental 
traffic, they have been, reduced to a low 
financial state, Avith bankruptcy for some, 
because of their inability to secure the vol- 
ume of traffic that their proper operation 
requires. The C. M. & St. Paul Railway, 
Appleton's only transcontinental line is 
now in insolvency, and its president, Mr. 
By ram, has repeatedly made the asser- 
tion that the bankruptcy was caused by 
canal competition. 
If Hie Gooding bill 


becomes the la\v, these transcontinental 


lines will have to forego entirely all par- 
tieipalion in transcontinental traffic, and 
the coast cities will l>e further built up at 
the expense of the middle west. 


Appleton shippers have already serious- 


ly felt the effects of Panama canal compe- 
tition: local paper mills a few years ago 
enjoyed one of their best markets on ihe 
Pacific coast. These markets have already 
been practically destroy^ because their 
largest competitors in Xew York state are 
now able to reach Pacific coast tcrritory 
via the Panama canal at rates only a frac- 
tion of those paid by Appleton shippers, 
notwithstanding we are 1000 miles near- 
er 
the 
destination. 
The rigid applica- 


tion of the long and short haul rule Avill 
entirely eliminate not only the Appleton 
paper manufacturer from the Pacific coast 
market, but many other Appleton manu- 
facturers. 
"\Vhat applies to Appleton ap- 


plies to practically the entire territory be- 
tween Pittsburg and the Rocky Moun- 
tains.

Avould'be Avell if all shippers and public- 
spirited citizens would give this matter 
consideration and immediately communi- 
cate their Aiews to their representatives 
in congress. 


Every once 
in a while 
congress, or 


some politician, gets excited and proposes 
to take out of the hands of the Interstate 
Commerce commission—undoubtedly the 
greatest and most competent regulatory 
body ever devised—its power to fix just 
and reasonable freight rates and substi- 
tute in lieu thereof some mathematical or 
legislative rule for rate making which 
would throw the business of the country 
into chaos. "\Vhat the economic good of the 
country needs is to have a closed season 
declared on those politicians who Avould 
provide a panacea for all the ills that ef- 
fect the people by muddling the freight 
rate situation. American business and the 
American businessman would like to sco 
the day come when there is some evidence 
of stability and continuity in freight rates 
and the principle on Avhich they are estab- 
lished.
